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The  Chinook  Jargon  onginated  primarily  as  language 
of  Mc«titty.  The  early  Spanish  and  EngliAl  'mvigatori 
who  tfttdsd  in  Mid  nlMnit  Nootlm  Souiid  to  tli9  >^4t  qiuv  tef 
f»f  the  Seventeenth  Century  were  responsible  for  its  inception. 
Later,  whon  Um  outposU  of  Urn  Hudson's  Bay  Company 
rMched  the  Pttdfic  CoMt  and  opened  up  trading  relattoiM 
with  the  Indians,  a  far  Ir^ri  v  vocabulary 冒 at  evolved  as  a 
necessary  means  for  bartering  and  communicating  with  the 
Indians  of  the  Coast  Tribes.  Hence  the  Chinook  Jargon 
which  i'  a  nuxture  of  8puifaA«  French,  EngUsh  and  Tndim 
words,  became,  after  a  few  years,  the  universal  language  of 
all  the  Indian  tribes  of  the  northwest  Pacific  Coast.  These 
tribM  wjr  muMmw,  thm  bring  OMily  •  Imidnd 
different  tribes  in  Washingtem  alone,  each  having  its  rmn 
peculiar  dialect.  Thus  it  cm  be  very  readily  understood 
that  the  adoption  of  some  mxch  language  m  Chinook  wm  an 
absolute  necettity.  This  is  a  vocabuk  "  of  the  Imr  、  ，iape 
H  spcdcen  today:  all  obsolete  words  having  been  mUm  、^ed. 

To  attempt  to  give  the  exact  pronunciation  in  ph  "atic 
English  is  futile,  as  the  reproduction  oi  the  ，i，iai  guttural 
articluation  is  impossible.  Howevrr,  this  ，- "lionary  is 
properly  accented,  and  nothing  but  、、  r":ort  talk:"';  acquaint- 
ance irtth  the  Indians  thmitdTes  ooovey  tiie  comet 
prontmciation.

It  was  through  reference  to 
his  "A  Dictionary  of  the  Chinook  Jargon,  or 
Trade  Language  of  Oregon,"  an  exhaustive 
treatise  published  in  1863,  that  a  correct  and 
uniform  system  of  spelUng  obtains  herein. —
